WASHINGTON, Deo. 5.—It is said that 
the senate committee on privileges and 
elections have been in informal con- 
sultation and reached a conclusion to 
make no opposition to the admission of 
Turpie of Indiana, bat to object to the 
admission of Faulkner, of West "Vir- 
ginia, on the ground that there were 
conflicting credentials from that state. 


The general opinion was that there 
would be no dead-lock and that the 
usual course of the opening proceedings 
would not be broken. 
The galleries of 
the senate were early crowded and to 
overflowing. Mrs. Cleveland, accompan- 
ied by several lady friends, occupied the 
seats reserved for the family of the presi- 
dent. 


The proceedings opened with prayer 
by Chaplain Rev. J. G. Butler. 
The 
president of the senate, Mr. Ingalls, 
then called the senate to order. 
He said 
he would now place before the senate 
the certificates of election, certificate of 
appointments and other papers received 
since the adjournment. 


In swearing in the 
senators-elect, 
Senator Hoar made an objection to the 
administration of the oath to Faulkner, 
of West Virginia, until certain questions 
to which his credentials gave nee could 
be passed upon by the committee on 
privileges and elections. 
The senator 
from Massachusetts said this seemed 
eminentiy appropriate, and this course 
was followed. 
The oath was adminis- 
tered to Turpie. of Indiana. 
All papers 
of the case were referred to the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections. 


HOUSE. 


Long before the hour of noon the gal- 
leries of the honse were crowded to the 
utmost capacity. The ladies were in the 
majority. 
At noon the clerk of the 
honse called the body to order and was 
about to call the roll when a salvation 
army crank in the gallery started a Sal- 
vation Army hymn, which he sang lus- 
tily till ejected by the door keeper. 


1:30 p. m.—The house having elected 
Carlisle speaker, that gentleman made 
a speech of thanks in which he dwelt 
with much stress upon the imperative 
necessity of such a moderate and reason- 
able reduction of the tariff as would 
guarantee the laboring people against 
the effects of financial depression, and at 
the same time not deprive them of any 
part of the just rewards of theii toil. 
The work of organizing the hooae then 
proceeded.

autonomy 
of 
trades; the limitation of the powers of 
the general officers, making them ad- 
visory or supervisory; the avoidance of 
strikes by invoking the law, the aboli- 
tion of the salaries of officers and pay- 
ments except for services actually ren- 
dered, the discouragement of extrava- 
gance, the encouragement of political 
action to enforce the principles of the 
order and the discouragement of per- 
sonal politics, haying for their object the 
advancement of individuals.

DeliTers an Interestins Sermon Upon 
One of the Social Questions of 
the Day. 


As TWO well-diggers were sinking 
well on a farm in Washington Town 
ship, Ringgold County, Iowa, at the 
depth of fourteen feet they began to 
find white walnuts, well preserved, of 
which they took out half a bushel. At 
the depth of sixteen feet they found a 
log of wood and a pair of deer's horns. 
The horns were quite soft when first 
taken out of the ground, but became 
hard when exposed to the air. 
The 
well was dug in a timber country, but 
one peculiar feature of the case is that 
there is not a white walnut or butternut 
tree in the country. 


THE war cloak of the royal family 
of Honolulu is a com2>lete semi-circle 
made on a foundation 
of network 
woven of the fiber of a tree. 
The 
feathers are sewed in with a twine 
made of the same material. 
It is soft 
and even as plush, of a beautiful golden 
orange, shading to silver graj.

As the feathers are not over two inches 
long, some idea may be formed of the 
number required for a garment of this 
size. 
When Kalakaua was crowned in 
1888 he wore this robe for his corona- 
tion, making tlie ninth king who has 
been so ailorned. 


THERE is a story that is going around 
in the 1 rench papers about the Czar. 
While he was stopping recently in the 
'astle of Fredensborg he was fond 
of taking little walks in the neighbor- 
hood. 
One day he was accosted by a 
beggar woman with a child in her arms. 
In pure Danish and in the roughest 
manner possible he told her to go 
away and to be pretty quick about it. 
The poor woman, terrified, started off, 
but was followed by an officer. 
"Here, 
my good woman," said the oflScer, as he 
put some pieces of gold into her hand, 
it is the Czar who sends you this, and 
hopes that you will forgive his ap- 
parent rudeness of a moment ago. The 
fact is, he has just returned from a 
visit to his children, who have the scar- 
latina, and he was afraid that he might 
bring the contagion to your child, if he 
allowed you to approach his person." 


Last erening, at the Third Presby- 
terian ohnrch, Bev. D. S. Kennedy, the 
pastor, preached an able and eloquent 
sermon npon the subject, "The Capable 
Woman." It was a magnificent address 
and contained so much of ^ood thonght 
npon the subject that we should be 
glad to give an outline of it if space 
permitted and were such a task in our 
power. 


The woman of heathen nations, he 
saiu, was a slave, a burden bearer, and 
it was only the revolutionizing and 
Christianizing influences of the gospel 
that had giTen her that position in so- 
ciety and the world which she occupied 
to-day and which was rightfully her's. 
Her character is one of love, gentleness 
and purity. 
She was the queen of the 
household and the educator 
of the 
young and upon her the character 
the future citizen depended. 
Her true 
sphere was the household, or in such oc 
cupations in which she had the mould 
ing of character, and he deprecated any 
attempts to take this mission from her 
by forcing her into other spheres and oc 
cupations of life. They would rob her 
of the noble attributes which were her 
crowning virtues for good, and endow 
her with such manly qualities as to make 
her life one that God and the bible 
did not intend her to lead. 
The rev 
erend gentlemen was undoubtedly op 
posed to woman suffrage and seemed to 
speak In strong language against her en 
tering many of the business avocations 
of life. 


It was her duty, he said, to make 
home life pleasant, attractive and com 
fortable. 
If that duty was performed 
properly by every mother and wife, sors 
could be raised moral and upright and 
husbands could be kept from the paths 
of immorality and vice. 
Let her think 
less of society and dress and more of 
family, devote herself more to her hus 
band and sons and we would have citi 
zens who would control the affairs of the 
state in an upright and God fearing 
manner. 


His address was a practical one, and 
dealing as it did with one of the social 
problems of the day, we are sorry that 
we cannot safely^ trust to memory to 
give a more detailed account of the 
many good points that he made npon the 
subject in the course of his sermon. 
He 
believes that it is the duty of the minis- 
ter to deal with these social questions of 
the day, and the position that he takes in 
this regard is undoubtedly a good one. 
Let the ministry of the city talk to their 
congregations upon live'J subjects, ques- 
tions of to-day, and not preach to them 
every Sunday upon something that oc 
curred two, 
three and six thousand 
years ago, and they would not talk bun- 
day after Sunday to empty benches and 
sleeping attendants.

May sixty barrels of oil from the Mon- 
arch oil station of Cincinnati, bearing 
Hagen's official seal of inspection, were 
received at Richmond; but when Young 
tested the oil he found it thirteen de- 
grees below proof,and then came here to 
see Hagen. 
Afterward Hagen went to 
Richmond, 
rubbed 
out the marks, 
and 
ordered 
the 
oil sent 
back to 
Cincinnati. 
He 
thereupon 
wrote 
A very sharp letter to Young, and not 
long after removed him from office. 
It 
has now come to light that Hagen has a 
deputy in Cleveland and one in Cincin- 
nati, and that his Cincinnati deputy, 
Rhinock by name, is an employe of the 
Standard company. 
The reports show 
that Rhinock has inspected 10,016 bar- 
rels of oil shipped into Indiana; and 
Green, the Cleveland deputy, 2,200 bar- 
rels, all in one year. 
The Standard Oil 
company supplies the oil market in In- 
diana. 
Two of its principal shipping 
points are Cleveland and Cincinnati, 
where deputies Green and Rhinook live. 
It is a remarkable fact that out of the 
32,000 barrels of oil inspected by these 
two men last year not one barrel was re- 
jected because it did not fulfill the legal 
requirements. 
The matter has created 
quite a stir among the officials, and 
Young promises to get after Hagen. The 
office is worth fully $5,000 a jear. 


President Sadi-Carnot.

Carnot, the new president of France, is 
of distinguished family, who have been 
prominent since the days of the old Na- 
poleon. 
M. Sadi-Carnot, 
who 
was 
Saturday elected president, was born in 
1837. 
He was under secretary of public 
works under DeFreycinet in 1878, min- 
ister of public works under Ferry in 
188U, minister of finance in 1882, and 
was again minister of finance under De 
Freycinet in 1886, 
He has had the con- 
fidence of all groups of the republican 
party and has made a good record in 
office. 


The election of M. Sadi-Carnot is bet- 
ter received in German official circles 
than would have been that of M. De- 
Freycinet or M. Ferry. 
I h e new presi- 
dent is considered by the Germans to be 
a feeble man, and one who would be un- 
willing to consent to complications which 
might bring about an European war. It 
is also believed that he will be unable to 
make alliance againfct Germany. 
His 
personal preferences are for a neutral, 
pacific policy, and he will try to govern 
through a ministry with the same ten- 
dency.

peem wortliy of investigation. 


Two iNTEKESTiNG physical experi- 
ments are amusing French scientitio 
men. 
In th.e first a lighted candle is 
)laeed behind a bottle and the latter is 
)lown upon with the breath from a dis- 
ance of about a foot. The meeting of 
the air currents set in motion around 
the 
bottle quickly extinguishes the 
flame, though extinction would be im- 
possible if a flat board or sheet of card- 
board should be substituted for the 
bottle. 
For the second 
experiment 
two bottles are placed on a table, with 
} space of half an inch between them. 
The candle is sot behind this space, 
>nd from the same distance as before, 
im the opposite side, the breath is 
blown smartly against the flame. Not 
onlv will the latter continue burniner, 
))Ut it will incline slightly toward the 
ojMH'ator as if through the effort of 
suction. 
This phenomenon, analogous 
to the first, is due to the fact that a 
portion of the air cannot pass between 
:he bottles, and is forced around them 
and back toward the experimenter. 


Enforcing Strict Discipline. 


When Julius Mohl, the professor oi 
Sanscrit in Paris, was obliged to enter 
the National Guard, he mastered the 
287 articles of war. Then he used them 
constantly to thwart his oflBcers, vrho 
•were ignorant of their provisions, and 
thus made himself so obnoxious to them 
that they turned him oat of the Guard 
—which was precisely what ho wished 
to bring about 
The law authorized 
the officers to call out the members of 
the National Guards for twenty-four 
hours' duty, but they used to add to 
this two hours extra, calling them out 
two hours before the duty began for 
drill and parade. 


Mohl knew this, and, not liking it, 
used t9 present himself two hours after 
the appointed time. 
One day he thus 
presented himself ready to fall in when 
the parade was over and the Nationals 
dismissed to their respective posts. 


"Why did you not come before?" 
asked the Colonel, seeing Mohl stand- 
ing at his ease. 


"Because," answered Mohl, "the law 
only allows you to call me out for 
twenty-four hours, and aa I know you 
will not send me away before 11 o'clock 
to-morrow, I have not come before 11 
o'clock to-day." 


"The National Guard will destroy 
itself by reasoning!" exclaimed the 
Colonel, angrily. 


"Well, then it will be destroyed by 
its natural enemy," replied Mohl. 


"I will give 3'ou double guard duty," 
said the otlicer, and he ordered him to 
stand at tlie gate of the Tulleries for 
four hours, instead of two. 
Mohl him- 
self must tell the final result: 


"Well, then I went, and as there 
were a great many of my friends going 
to and fro there, I began talking with 
them, when a little gentleman, with a 
fine cane, begins a conversation with 
me. 


" 'Well, National, it is a nne day. 
How do you like being on guard ?' and 
after a word or two he says, 'You don't 
seem to know me.' I say, 'I have not 
the honor of your acquaintance.' 


"Says he, 'I am the Colonel of your 
regiment.' 


"Says I, 'I am the National Guard 
whom you ordered to double duty this 
morning, and if you are a Colonel (he 
"was in plain clothes), you ought to 
know that it is an offense to speak to a 
sentry on his post, and I therefore ar- 
rest you fo» it, and will trouble you to 
walk into my sentry box till the cor- 
poral comes around to let you out,' 


" 'Ah,' he sajs, 'that is a joke.' 
" 'Is it?' says L 
'I never joke but 
with the bayonet. 
Go into the sentry 
box, or the soldier opposite will put 
his hand on your collar and put you 
in.' 


"He did not like this at all, as he was 
one of the fine gentlemen of Paris—the 
Due de Grammont, I think—and he 
did not like to stand like an ape be- 
hind me in my sentry box, for all his 
fine friends to laugh at as they passed. 


"What could he do? He had before 
him a man with a gun in his hand, with 
the law on his side, for he was in the 
wrong, and his mortal enemy. 
He 
made a great fuss about it, and at last 
I let him go, telling him he had better 
not be so strict to other people another 
time. 
After that I was never called out 
to do duty again. —Youth's 
Compan- 
ion.

SCIENCE. 


THE amonnt of force exerted by heat 
and cold in expansion and contraction 
of metal is equal to that which would 
be required to stretch or compress it to 
the same extent by mechanical meana. 


Ix addition to supplying crops with 
the necessary moisture, rain has a dis- 
tinct manurial value. 
At Eothamsted, 
the well-known farm of Sir John K. 
Lawes, it has been shown that, with aa 
annual rainfail of little less than thirty- 
two inches, each acre of land receives 
every year in the rain water over lour 
teen pounds pure chlorine, 
seventeen 
pounds of sulphuric acid, and between 
two and three pounds of ammonia. 


IN* one of his lectures before the 
Eoyal Institute, London, Prof. Lodge 
illustratu'd the lately discovered fact 
tliat smoke and dxist are removed by 
electricity by exhibiting a couple of 
glass jars filled with smoke and" dust, 
and which were instantly rendered 
clear by discharging through them a 
current of electririt\-. 
He make^ tlie 
interesting suggestion whether a r.imi-. 
lar discharge of electricity, on a large 
scale, over London would be as efTec- 
tive. 


A L F R E D 
CARPENTER, of the Marine 
Survey Office, Bombay, has observed 
Macacus monkeys on the Island of 
South Burmah opening oysters with a 
stone. 
They bring the stone from high 
water mark down to low water, select- 
ing 
SUCIJ stones as they can easily 
grasp. 
They eilect the opening by 
striking the base of the upper vaL'e 
until it dislocates and breaks up. Tiiey 
then extract the oyster with the finger 
and thumb, occasionally putting the 
mouth straight to the broken shell. 
The way they have chosen is the easiest 
waj to open the shell. 


THE interesting statement is made in 
the last municipal reports of the cor- 
poration of Chelsea, near London, that, 
contrary to what has generally been 
assumed in the relations of occupation 
and health, tlie sewermen of that ])lace 
show marvelous health and vitality, 
notwithstanding they spend seven hours 
daily in the sewers, often in cramped 
up positions, dealing with offensive and 
dangerous matter. 
One of the sewer- 
men, who is now pensioned off, is 80 
years old, and was a sewerman for 
more than twenty-eight years ; another 
who is yet at work is 74, • and has fol' 
lowed his occupation more than thirty 
years. 


IT is asserted by Mr. Ashburner, thé 
geologist, that not only is natural gas 
not a modern or recent discovery, but 
that even its utilization for the purpose 
of the mechanic arts was long ago suc- 
cessfully attempted in China, where, 
by pipes of baml^oo, it was conveyed 
from natural wells to suitable furnaces, 
and by means of terra-cotta burners of 
suitable size and construction was con- 
sumed. 
Of its origin, 
concerning 
which so many diverse theories have 
been advanced, 
Mr. 
Ashburner is 
strongly of the opinion that the gas 
arises from the decomposition of forms 
of animal or vegetable life imbedded in 
the rocks in certain situations.
